DETAILED ACTION 



Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required.

Drawings 

2. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because it is preferred that the flow chart be labeled as well as numbered. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "1-5" have been used to designate different items with 
respect to Figures 1 and 2. 

4. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification

Claim Objections 

8. Claims 3-8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim must refer to other claims in the alternative only 
and cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 
Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claims 1-2 stand rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

1 1 . The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
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manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. Reference is 
also drawn to Attachment A. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

13. Claims 1-2 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
US 4,463,347 to Seko et al. Seko discloses a drowsiness alarm system for a vehicle 
comprising the following: 

a. An automatic driver's aide having a processing unit 17 that will function as 
programmed and/or designed in the circuit, only when the gas pedal detector 16 
detected that the engine is running faster than the set point; said processing unit 
monitors and/or records the interval movement of the steering wheel, which 
received from the steering wheel movement detector 1; said automatic driver's 
aide assists the driver in driving and/or sets off the alarm 10 if there is no 
incoming steering wheel movement signal from the steering wheel movement 
detector for longer period of time than a certain fixed time plus a maximum period 
of time of the steering wheel movement that was recorded (col 1 , line 14 - col 2, 
line 8) (claim 1.) 
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b. Said processing unit functions from the input it receives by dividing it into 
four segments, which include the beginning stage, learning stage, detecting 
stage, and the resetting stage (Fig. 20) (claim 2.) 

Conclusion 

14. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution.
